Sickness, business 
necessities, unespwettMl d-c-luy to pub- 
lic entertainers or opera companies 
and other reasons of t«i provide con- 
tingencies whww jipw-ial trains are. 
sptttjdily sought- 


Of course the public umK-rstantls 


that there are numerous other owu- 
sions of almost, daily occurrence 
where special trains are contracted 
!for in advance 10 be used by parlies 
making trips to conventions or oth- 
er events 01 for pleasure. As a re- 
sult of the inquiries made it. was as- 
certained that the railroads, al- 
though circumstances such as the 
amount of trouble experienced in 
securing the necessary rolling stock 
and in arranging to keep other 
trains out of the way of the special 
often must govern the cost of spe- 
cial trains requested upon short no- 
tice, have a fixed rate of about 
fl.50 per mile for a single ear and 
engine. 


For an unusual distance a reduc- 


tion is made in the cost Where a 
number of persons desire a special. 
Whether a "rush" order or request- 
ed in advance, the cost IB equal to 
the full fare to the destination for 
ae many as the train could accom- 
modate with comfort. If the per- 
sons in the party equal this number, 
then the expense for each passen- 
ger is what the trip would ordinari- 
ly cost on a regular train. If tho 
number falls short, of course the 
deficiency must be made up. For a 
short haul the rato is naturally 
raised to $3.50 to |3 per mile. 


Probably the most noted trip of :i 


special train other than those which 
have carried visiting celebrities in 
this country was that a number of 
years ago of the American Opera 
company, which made the trip from 
one ocean to another in a superbly 
appointed special. 


Among those who were spoken to 


on the subject by the writer was E. 
D. Smith, the division passenger 
agent of the Baltimore and Ohio 
road, who recalled a number of; in- 
teresting incidents where special 
trains have been furnished bythe 
local roads. Said he:

ly be hired by a Mian or a firm that I 
could afford to buy 1,000 horses if it 
wero desirable to do so. As a. mat- 
ter of fact, workhorses are hired by 
a great variety of men. 


There are stable owners who make 
business of letting work horses, 


and work horses are sometimes let 
by other largo business concerns 
employing 
many horses which 


might cot all be fully employed the 
yearroimd; so might be the case, 
for example, with the horses of ^in 
ice company or a street sprinkling 
concern or -other enterprise using 
many horses whose business runs 
more or less in seasons. It docs not 
by any means follow that because a 
man hires a work horse he must 
take a poor one if; he could got a 
good one, and ho usually can get a 
good horse. Many of the-work 
horses that are let are of the very 
best grade, fine draft horses that are 
well cared for and are in perfect 
condition. 
Work horses are let 


mostly to truckmen, .but they are 
also let to many other u-^ers .of 
horses. 
.

At one establishment where work 


horses are let no horse is ever let to 
go out of the city. Most stables have 
customers who come to them when 
they want a horse and are known. 
The stranger is asked for a refer- 
ence. The superintendents of stables 
where work horses are let have a. 
wide acquaintance among* truckmen; 
they know personally many of them, 
and the stranger is likely to be able 
to refer to somebody who is known. 
A man who has been for years in 
charge of a large stable which lets 
work horses in this manner said 
that he 'had never lost a horse. 


Horses generally are better treat- 


ed now than they formerly were, 
owing to the stringent enforcement 
of the laws against cruelty to ani- 
mals and to greater consideration on 
the part of drivers. Of course there 
have always been men who treated 
horses kindly; there are more than 
ever of them now. No establish- 
ment owning work horses which it 
lets will ever let twice to a man who 
ill treated a horse. 


Horses are cheaper than, they used 


to be. and the price of hiring a worl; 
horse ,is -less. Formerly $2 a day 
ivns charged, for the hire of a work 
horse; now a good work horse can 
be hired- for $1.50 a day, and the 
owner gives with the horse when it 
coes out a suitable noonday feed. A 
man who knows about these things 
say that, taking them altogether. 
there are thousands of work horses 
hired in this city daily.-r-^few York 
Sun.

Undressed leather is required, and 


the implements of the craft are very 
simple—a bottle containing benzo- 
line, which looks at first like an at- 
omizer ; to a round tube or rubber is 
fastened at one end a bulb, which is 
hold in tho left hand, while tbe 
platinum pointed' pencil at the other 
end of the tube is held in the right 
hand and does the work. All, you 
understand, are connected with the 
bottle, or the contents of the bottle, 
aud by some mysterious process the 
platinum pencil is at a red heat all 
the time aud thus etches the pattern 
upon the leather; the pattern is first 
drawn or .-traced upon tho material, 
It is only necessary to trace the out- 
lines of the design, because by keep 
ing tbe pattern before onetlie shad- 
ings are easily'added.

farm, in Big Lick township, near 
Findlay, which Is being operated un 
der a lease owned by ubarles W, 
Baktr, ol Cincinnati. The well was 
a wildcat, the Russell farm being lo- 
cated in territory that was aban- 
doned as worthless several years ago. 
The first showing was discouraging, 
but as the drill penetrated the sand 
the oil began to flow- more freely, 
and it was thought that * shot of 
nitro glycerine might make It a fair 
producer. Yest*ra*y, however, word 
was received that the oil had begun 
to flow at a terrific rate, shooting 
over the top of the derrick and flood- 
ing the surrounding country. The 
available tankage was soon filled, 
and estimates from the length of 
time required to fill three large tanks 
place the daily output of the well at 
1,800 or 2,000 barrels, which makes 
it the largest producing well in 
the Northwestern Ohio field. Be- 
ports from the well last night say 
that it Is keeping up Its record, and 
that a large force of men is at work 
erecting tankage to take care of the 
oil, which is going to waste at the 
rate of about 11,000 worth every 24 
hours. The striking of this well has 
caused the 
greatest 
excitement 


among the producers in this field, 
and every one is hustllag to secure 
leases In the once worthless territory.
